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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1 - 12 are presented for examination. 

Election/Restrictions

II. Claim 4, drawn to Computer network monitoring, classified in class 709, subclass

III. Claims 5 and 6, drawn to Network computer configuring, classified in class 709, 
subclass 220. 

IV. Claims 7-12, drawn to Monitoring agent performance, classified in class 379, 
subclass 265.06. 

1 . Inventions I - IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as computer network 
monitoring, network computer configuring, monitoring agent performance, particulars. 

2. Invention II has separate utility such as network computer configuring, monitoring agent 
performance, particulars. 

3. Invention III has separate utility such as monitoring agent performance, particulars.
